Where the witness shows that 
he has had a fair opportunity for such 
a period as enabled him to observe the 
conduct and hear the language of the 
testator in his different moods and 
under various circumstances he is per- 
mitted to give his opinion’as to the 
mental condition of the testator at 
that time founded upon such observa- 
tions, although not an expert or 
learned in the science of medicine. 
Those portions of the depositions 
tending to show insanity of the ances- 
tors and relatiyes of deceased, and 
not mere hearsay, are also admitted. 
These views will sufficiently suggest 
the.portions which should be read and 
those which are excluded. ; 
Ip the nature of things it often oc- 
curs that it is impossible to prove an 
entire case by one witness or by one 
class of testimony, or at the same 
moment, and the objection that this 
evidence, taken as a whole, does not 
justify the submission of the issue of 
under influence to the jury is prema- 
ture until it is definitely determined 
that this is all the evidence which 
may be offered upon this point, and 
that objection is averralel | for the 
resent.

the legal sense. If a wife by her vir- 
tues has gained such an ascendency 
over her husband and so rifaled 
his affections that her good pleasure 
is a love to him, such an influence can 
never be a reason for impeaching a 
will made in her favor, even to the 
exclusion of the residue of his tamily ; 
nor would it be safe to set aside a will 
on the ground of influence, importun- 
ity or undue advantage taken of the 
testator by bis wife, though it should 
be proved that she possessed a power- 
ful influence over his mind and con- 
duct in the genera! concerns of life.”’ 

In maoy cases it has been disclosed 
that ‘‘the influence must be a present 
coercive power, operating upon the 
mind of the testator at or about 
the time of the factom of the will.” 
In a case before the House of Lords, 
the judges lay downthisrule: ‘‘In 
order to set aside the will of a person 
of sound mind, it must be shown that 
the circumstances of its execution are 
inconsistent with any hypothesis but 
undue influence, which cannot be pre- 
sumed, but must be shown, and ip 
connection with the will and not with 
other things.”’ 

The right of a person to dispose of 
his property as he desires, when it is 
not for an immoral or unlawful pur- 
pose, bas been closely guarded by the 
courts, and when a will has been ad- 
mitted to probate, which fact alone 
raises the presumption that mental 
capacity and due execution have been 
shown, it is not set aside because its 


provisions may seem harsh, unnatural h 


or unjust, nor because those to whom 
we may think a portion of his bounty 
at least should have been extended, 
have been forgotten or ignored. Until 
it is shown that it is not the creation 
of a sound mind and disparing mem- 
ory, it must remain inviolate. As 
long as it is not shown to be the will 
and wish of another controlling, oper- 
ating upon and acting through and 
upon him and causing him to make a 
distribution of his property contrary 
to his own desires, the person assail- 
ing it must fail. 

These views sufficiently express the 
rules of law applicable to contests of 
this character, and unless the evidence 
produced upon behalf of the contest- 
ant fair!y tends to establish the condi- 
tions therein required, the issues 
should not be submitted to a jury. 

The present expression of this opin- 
ion has been induced by what counsel 
have stated upon the oral argument, 
and I seriously submit to counsel for 
contestant that unless they have a 
well-grounded expectation that the 
evidence which they can and will pro- 
duce will fairly tend to establish 
what the rules of law require, whether 
avy good purpose would be subserved 
by entering’ upon an_ investigation 
which will necessarily be expensive 
and may prove fruitless.

Utterly Impracticable. 


What is a perpetual motion? . As

admuteed by the most enthusiastic ad- 


vocate of its practicability, says the Me- 
chanical News. |The utmost claim is 
that. according physical law, it might 
be. nO one claims that it is or ever has 
Bat millions of attempts, all 
endin? in failure, only create a strong 
mption that the thing attempted 
is am impossibility. They do not put it 
absolutely beyond doubt. Do the laws

The evident answer is that nature is 
herself a perpetual motion. The clouds 
and the winds, the waves, the flowing 
streams and michty currents of electric- 
al and other forces are Im ceaseless 
it follows, therefore,

_tion—as for instance a paddle wheel 
_ moved by an unfailing stream of water

And 
sueh a machine is, by the eternal law 
of physics, an eternal impossibility. 
No matter how simple or how complex, 
no matter how delicately adjusted or 
how slight the friction, this inexorable 
law remains—the force whichoriginally 
moves the machine must enerate 
another force equal to itself (for any 
force less than that would not keep 
the machine in motion) and some ad-

tion. Put the original power at one 
hundred, then that one hundred power 
must generate a power equal to one 
hundred plus friction. Algebraically 
stated, your problem is tomake 100-100 
plus f. Of course f might be reduced to 
avery small amount, and it is barely 
conceivable that a place might be found 
where there is no f—but not on this 
earth. 

ln a perfect vacuum, assuming the 
production of it to be possible, a top 
would run ‘a surprisingly long time, 
there being no friction on the air}; but it 
must rest on something, and that means 
friction. If a top could be suspended in 
mid air, with some attractive force 
above it which exactly balanced gravi- 
tation, and then set in motion in a per- 
fect yacuum, the thing might be ac- 
complished; but such a condition is ob- 
viously impossible. On this earth there 
is no motion without friction, and where 
is friction a perpetual motion is an 
eternal impossibility.

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THE INVENTION OF INK. 


Probably First Optained from the Black 
Fluid of the Cuttlefish. 

The ink first used probably was some 
natural animal pigment, such as the 
black fluid obtained from the various 
species of cuttlefish, says Chambers’ 
Journal, but the limited supply 
of this material soon led to 
the use of a mechanical wmix- 
ture of water, gum and lampblack, and 
the characters were painted, rather 
than written, by means of a broad- 
pointed reed. As ink of this simple na- 
ture was easily removed from the sur- 
face of the parchment by the mere ap- 
plication of moisture it was early found 
necessary to contrive some means of 
forming @ more durable ink, and for 
this purpose the expedient was adopted 
of. treating the mixture with some sub- 
stance, such as vinegar, of the nature 
of a mordant, which would penetrate 
the parchment written upon and form 
an ink not liable to fade. 

A chemical dye, consisting of an infu- 
sion of galls, with sulphate of iron, was 
afterward used. as from its vitreous na- 
ture it bit into the medium employed, 
but a compound vegetable ink contain- 
ing a good deal of carbon pigment was 
subsequently adopted, and was very 
generally employed dow n to the middle 
ages. Withink of this sort the best 
and most ancient manuscripts which 
have been preserved to us were written, 
and the separate leaves, after being al- 
lowed to dry slowly, were bound to- 

rether in volumes. Pliny and Vitruvi 
1s, as well as other writers, give recipes 
‘or the manufacture of inks. 


Live Bats Under Ground. 

When workmen were drilling the 
artesian well at Centerville, Ia., they 
“tapped a subterranean passage which 
seemed to be completely filled with bats 
—not dead or petrified bats, but those 
of the real live kind—this at a depth of 
nearly six hundred feet below the 
surface. Twenty-five or thirty of them 
were brought out alive and well. They 
seemed to be of the common gray 
species, but were much larger.
